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Tamaras: Illegal Vendor? 


I-J Special Report 
SAN FRANCISCO — The pri­ 
vate firm of a director of the 
Bay Area Air Pollution Control 
D istrict has sold supplies for 
use by the district in apparent 
violation of state conflict of in­ 
terest laws, the Independent- 
Joum al learned yesterday. 
The director, San Francisco 
Supervisor P eter A. T am aras, 
also a director of the Golden 
Gate Bridge D istrict, denied 
any im propriety. 
The California Government 
Code, Section 1090, prohibits 
public officials from directly 
or indirectly being “vendors 
at any purchase made by 
them in their official capaci­ 
ty.” 
Form er M arin County Super­ 
visor W illiam L. Deysher was 
sentenced to San Quentin P ris­ 
on in 1934 for profiting from 
county contracts with a road 
builder supplied by D eysher’s 
m aterials firm . The California 
Suprem e Court, rulling after 
three trials and the supervisor's 
unsuccessful try for reelection, 
said that there was a conflict of 
interest “ however devious and 
w i n d i n g the chain m ay be 
which connects the officer with 
the forbidden contract." 
The d istrict’s attorney, Mat­ 
thew S. W alker, told the Inde- 
pendent-Joum al 
— 
which 
telephoned him for com m ent — 
that the m atter may have to go 
to the San Francisco district 
attorney’s office. W alker said 
he will advise the district’s con­ 
troller not to pay T am aras his 
$50 per m eeting “ until we get 
the thing straightened out.’’ 
Walker said “ som e further 
investigation would be in order 
to see w hether talking with the 
district attorney is w arranted. 
If somebody files an affidavit, 
we would have no discretion in 
the m atter, and would have to 
take it to the district attorney.” 
Violation can be a felony, 
with imprisonment from one 
to five years and permanent 
disqualification “from holding 
any office in this state.” 
According to an invoice from 
the T am aras Supply Co.. which 
sells janitorial, paper and hotel 
supplies, a shipm ent was m ade 
last W ednesday to the district 
via 
the 
Gar-Dan 
Janitorial 
Service of South San Francisco. 
A copy of the invoice, num ber 
83583, for two cases of toilet 
tissue, has been obtained by the 
Independent-Joum al.

Gar-Dan has a $900-a-month 
contract for janitorial service 
in the d istrict’s offices a t 939 
Ellis Street. Its owner, G.T. 
Cruise, said he did not know 
T am aras, a partner in the fam ­ 
ily supply company. 


Cruise said the only other 
purchase he had m ade from 
T am aras was of som e hand 
towels last month. The two or­ 
ders cam e to about $120, he 
said. 


A check with the Golden 
Gate Bridge District found no 
record of any business with 
Gar-Dan, but the district has 
bought supplies sporadically 


and in small amounts from 
T a m a r a s Supply Co, for 
many years, officials said. 
These 
purchases 
by 
the 
bridge district, however, would 
be exem pt from conflict of in­ 
terest provisions of the law, 
which do not apply when an 
official’s com pany supplied a 
public agency for more than 
five years before he was ap­ 
pointed to the agency. 
T am aras becam e a director 
of the air pollution district in 
February 1966, four months be­ 
fore Gar-Dan got its contract 
with the district. The San Ma­ 
teo County C lerk’s office has no 
record of the firm , t h o u g h 


State law requires that it regis­ 
ter in the county. 
The janitorial firm is not list­ 
ed in the classified section of 
the telephone book. N either it 
nor Cruise is listed in the white 
pages of the telephone book. 
Kevin Maloney, acting chief 
administrative officer of the 
district, said that it “never 
bought a thing” from Tamar­ 
as Supply Co. 
Tam aras, 
saying he never 
had heard of G a r - D a n or 
Cruise, told the I-J that a story 
about the sales was unw arrant­ 
ed. “ All for a lousy two cases of 
toilet paper — it’s alm ost ridic­ 
ulous,” he said. 


Council Says Grape Festival, 
Faire Both Can Have Weekend 


BELFAST (UPIU-Battles be­ 
tween British troops, rooftop 
snipers and street mobs broke 
out in half a d o z e n Roman 
Catholic areas of Belfast today, 
piling new miseries on a city 
ravaged by three days of guer­ 
rilla-type 
warfare. 
Britain 
called in 600 more troops to aid 
the 12,000 already trying to re­ 
store order. 
The confirmed death toll in 
the fighting stood at 19, and 
British authorities said they be­ 
lieved their troops killed two 
more of the snipers who opened 
fire on British forces trying to 
clear 
street 
barricades 
of 
household furniture, burned out 
cars and buses and even bath­ 
tubs. 
Scores of other persons were 
wounded—the 
exact 
number 
was not known—and officials in 
the Irish Republic to the south 
said more than 2,000 persons 
had fled to army camps there 
to escape the bloodshed in Bel­ 
fast. 
In London there were reports 
Prime Minister Edward Heath 
would cut short a yachting va­ 
cation and return to his desk. 
Irish Foreign Minister Patrick 
Hillery conferred during the 
day with British Home Secre­ 
tary Reginald Maudling on the 
growing crisis in British-Irish 
relations. 
British troops battled rooftop 
snipers in some of the Catholic 
areas of Belfast. In others they 
fought both snipers and mobs 
hurling rocks, bottles and in­ 
sults at the troops. British au­ 
thorities also reported fighting 
between rival factions of the 
outlawed 
Irish 
Republican

set by California officials to be­ 
gin job placements for 25,000 
unemployed persons under the 
new $1 billion federal Public 
Service Employment Act. 
Hal 
Steward, 
assistant di­ 
rector of the state Department 
of Human Resources Develop­ 
ment, said Tuesday California 
will get the largest share of any 
state —$100.4 million —for the 
first year of the two-year pro­ 
gram signed into law by Presi­ 
dent Nixon Monday. 
“The jobs will run the whole 
gamut from janitors to 
top 
professionals, up to the federal 
limit of a $12,000-a-year sala­ 
ry,” said Steward. 
“We’ve set a target date of 
Sept. 1 to put the first ones on 
the payroll wherever the jobs 
are,” he added. 
"Experience 
Unlimited,” 
a 
self-help group of unemployed 
Californians mainly in the aero­ 
space industry, has been re­ 
cruited by the state to draw up 
job-creation 
projects in

A court battle is brewing in 
West Marin over two petitions 
designed to block construction 
of a proposed $8.1 million sew­ 
age treatm ent system for the 
com munities of Stinson Beach 
and Bolinas. 
On one side are two groups of 
Stinson Beach and Bolinas resi­ 
dents who have circulated peti­ 
tions in an effort to allow voters 
in the area to decide whether 
the Bolinas Community Public 
U t i l i t y and Stinson Beach 
County w ater districts should 
be allowed to proceed with the 
joint project. 
On the other sde is Deputy 
County Counsel George J. Sil- 
vestri. who also serves as coun­ 
sel for both the u t i l i t y and 
w ater districts and has said the 
petitions, one calling for an ini­ 
tiative and the other for a refer­ 
endum , are not valid because of 
several legal technicalities. 
Attorneys for the two groups 
which hope to stop the project, 
set to go to bid in the next few 
weeks, have promised to test 
the validity of the petitions in 
the courts. 
INITIATIVE FILED 
Last week one protest group. 
Stinson Beach Project, filed an 
initiative petition, signed by 74 
residents, with the w ater dis­ 
trict. A sim ilar protest group in

Studies Center, filed a petition, 
with 275 signatures, calling for 
a referendum in the utility dis­ 
trict. 
The initiative asks the w ater 
district to pass an ordinance 
rescinding previous resolutions 
to go ahead with the sewage 
project or put the m atter on the 
ballot.

The rising cost of housing in Novato is exclud­ 
ing many people and “it is becoming more diffi­ 
cult for even middle income families to find 
housing.” 
With this introduction, the Novato Housing 
Committee, in a report submitted last night to the 
city council, recommended sweeping reforms in 
housing policy to create a “variety of housing 
prices and types” within the city. (Another Nova­ 
to City Council story, page 12.) 
The Novato Housing Commit- 
---------------------------------------------- 
tee was f o r m e d by the city 
council in Decem ber last year 
as an ad hoc com m ittee to 
study housing in the city. Its 14 
m em bers work directly under 
Planning Director 
Brian 
W\ 
Mattson. 
“ Policemen, firem en, teach­ 
ers, medical employees, office 
workers, people in the service 
trades, the elderly and young 
m arrieds and singles are find­ 
ing it increasingly difficult to 
afford housing here,” the com­ 
m ittee reported tothe council. 
“ If we are to have a viable, 
socially broad com munity and 
provide 
suitable 
housing for 
those in all stages of the life 
cycle, we m ust alter these e x ­ 
clusionary trends and some of 
the ways in w h i c h we have 
looked at housing styles and 
land use. 
Among the obstacles the com­ 
m ittee said, is the sm all vacan­ 
cy rate, 1.8 per cent, and the 
increasing values of homes. 
“ A house purchased new for 
$2-1,000 in 1965 is worth $35,000 
this y ear,” the com m ittee re­ 
ported. ‘As of the 1970 census, 
the m edian value home in No­ 
vato is $30,250.” 
“ M inority groups have been 
excluded from Novato because 
they have been unable to find 
housing which m ost can af­ 
ford,” and “ there is a lack of 
housing alternatives for elderly 
who may find present homes 
too large or too expensive for 
current financial ability.” 
Com mittee 
m em bers 
also 


said the opening of Indian Val­ 
ley Colleges, north cam pus of 
the M arin Community College 
D istrict, will create a need for 
student housing. 
The 
com m ittee 
cited 
the 
problem s of “ com m unity a tti­ 
tudes” including fears that low 
and m oderate income housing 
would bring “ undesirables” to 
Novato, would add to the tax 
burden, change the character of 
the com m unity and decrease 
property values. 
There is “ a lack of under­ 
standing for low and m oderate 
income housing needs,” and “ a 
poor im age of public housing 
and a lack of knowledge and 
understanding of M arin County 
Housing Authority program s,” 
the com m ittee reported. 
M embers also stressed the 
problem s of a tight money m ar­ 
ket, interest rates and property 
taxes and increased construc­ 
tion costs. 
“ Since the property tax takes 
a^ higher proportion of income 
as income decreases it is p ar­ 
ticularly oppressive on low in­ 
come fam ilies or elderly on 
fixed incom es.” 
The com m ittee recom m ended 
the city council order prepara­ 
tion of a Novato housing “ plan 
and program ” as part of the 
city’s general plan. 
It also proposed that it be city 
policy to: 
Include low and m oderate in­ 
come housing in new residential 
developm ent where feasible. 
Seek to create a housing bal- 


ance within existing neighbor­ 
hoods. 


Seek to m aintain, and where 
necessary im prove existing res­ 
idential housing units. 


Increase the quantity of hous­ 
ing in the downtown area. 
Encourage some family units 
in all new apartm ent develop­ 
ments. 
Facilitate projects for 
low 
and m oderate income families 
undertaken by nonprofit spon­ 
sors. 
Encourage the Marin County 
Housing Authority to construct 
more public housing com par­ 
able to the senior citizen devel­ 
opment in scale and quality, 
and to expand the leased hous­ 
ing program . 
Assure that sufficient student 
housing will 
be provided 
to 
m eet the need created as Indi­ 
an Valley Colleges develop. 
Encourage architectural and 
planning excellence in all hous­ 
ing development. 
Require that future develop­ 
m ent preserve and enhance No­ 
vato’s unique natural features. 
Establish special criteria for 
development of areas with po­ 
tential natural hazards. 
Require 
developm ent 
plan­ 
ning to provide for social am en­ 
ities. 
S u p p o r t 
a 
program 
of 
com m unity 
education 
about 
housing. 
Seek support for state and 
federal legislation which would 
enable the city to im plem ent 
the housing policy. 
The com m ittee’s report sub­ 
m itted after seven months of 
study also listed five goals as 
follows: 
“ To encourage cultural and 
income 
diversity 
in 
Novato 
through a variety of housing 
prices and types. 
“ To provide the opportunity 
for housing choice to those who 
wish to live in Novato. 
‘‘To expand the supply of low 
and m oderate income housing. 
“To preserve and m aintain 
the existing stock of housing in 
Novato. 
‘‘To integrate housing devel­ 
opment with the entire process 
of com prehensive planning and 
com m unity im provem ents.”

stopped 
short of announcing his candi­ 
dacy. 
Lindsay 
said

ship” and that he would work 
for a coalition of progressive 
Republicans, independents and 
Dem ocrats. 
“W hether this m eans I will 
run 
for 
president, 
I 
don’t 
know,” Lindsay said in a w rit­ 
ten statem ent prior to a sched­ 
uled news conference. 
At the news conference Lind­ 
say said, “ I am not a candidate 
for any office.” As to the re­ 
ports he would seek the 1972 
D em ocratic presidential nom i­ 
nation, he said “ I don’t know 
the a n s w e r to that at this 
tim e.” Lindsay said he would 
not resign as m ayor. His term 
expires in 1973.
